I fay, zmprifered: for as to the faſhiona- 

ble Opinion, that the exterior Air is the grand Agent in 


Earthquakes, it is fo ſenſeleſs, unmechanical, unphiloſo- 


phical a Dream, as deferves not to be named, but to be. 


_ exploded. But ir is hard to conceive, how even impriſo- 


ned Air could produce ſuch an Effect. It might indeed 


Faule, tear, raiſe or fink the Earth: But how could it 


cleave a ſolid Rock? Here was not room for aQuantity of 
it, ſufficient to do any thing of this Nature; at leaft un- 


leſs it had been ſuddenly and violently expanded by Fire, 


which was not the Caſe. Could a ſmall Quantity of Air, 
without that violent Expanſion, have torn ſo large a Body 
of Rock from the reft, to which it adhered in one ſolid 


Maſs? Could it have ſhivered this into Pieces, and ſcat- 
tered ſeveral of thoſe Pieces, ſome hundred Yards round? 
Could it have tranfported thoſe Promontories of Earth, 


with 


lid Maſs, which was evenly and 
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with their incumbent Load, and ſet them down, unbro- 


ken, unchanged at a Diſtance ? Truly J am not fo great a 
Volunteer in Faith, as to be able to believe this: he that 
ſuppoſes this, muſt ſuppoſe: Air to be not only a very _ 
ſtrong, (which we allow) but a very wiſe Agent: while 

it bore its Charge with {o great Caution, as not to hurt or 


diſlocate any Part of it. 8 gs „ 
What then could be the Cauſe? What indeed, but 
Gop, who aroſe to ſhake terribly the Barch: who pur- 
poſely choſe ſuch a Place, where there is fo great a Con- 


courſe of Nobility and Gentry every Year; and wrought 


in ſuch a Manner, that many might ſec it and fear, that 
all who travel one of the mot frequented Roads in England, 


might ſec it, almoſt whether they would or no, for many 
Miles together. It muit bkewye for many Years, maugre 
all the Art of Man, be a vikble Monument of his Power.

acquired: Whereas in Ergland there were only 'T'wo or 


Three inconſiderable Clergymen, with a few, young, 


raw, unlettered Men; and. theſe oppoſed by well 
nigh all the Clergy, as well as Laity in the Nation. 


He that remarks this muſt needs own, both that this 
is a Work of God: And that be bath not wrought fo ' 
in any other Nation. e „ 

Monday 23. I was conſidering, What could he the 
Reaſons why the Hand of the Lon p (who does no- 


thing without a Cauſe) is almoſt entirely ſtay'd in 
Scotland, and in great Meaſure in New-Erngland? It 
does not become us to judge peremptorily: but per- 
haps ſome of them may be theſe.

Tis well if ſome of them did not de- 
ſpiſe, or even condemn all Self- Denial in Things in- 
diFerent, as in Apparel or Food, as nearly alhed to 
Popery. No marvel then that the Spirit of Gop was 
' prieved. | Let zs profit by their Example. 
 _ Tu/aay 24. Obſerving in that valuable Book, Mr. 
 _ Gilles Fiflorical Collections, the Cuſtom ef Chriſtian 
Congregations in all Ages, to ſet Seaſons of ſo- 
lemn Thunkſptvings; 1 was amazed and aſhamed that 
we had never done this, after all the Bleſſings we had 
received. And many to whom I mentioned it gladly 
agreed, to ſet apart a Day for that Purpoſe, FH 
Monday zo.

T was much affected about this Time by a Letter 
fent from a Gentleman in Virginia.

their Slavery in America, whom their Matters generally 
neglect, as though Immortality was not the Privilege 
of their Souls in common with their own.

* The Inhabitants of Virgima are computed to te 
about 300,000 ; and the one Half of them are ſuppoſed 
to be Negroes. The Number of theſe who attend on 
my Mmiftry at particular Times, is uncertain. But I 
think there are about Three hundred, who give a ftated 
Attendance. And never have I been ſo much ſtruck, 
with the Appearance of an Aſſembly, as when I have 
glanced my Eye on one Part of the Houſe, adorne

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{fo it has appeared to me) with fo many black Coun. 
tenances, eagerly attentive to every Word they heard, 
and ſome of them cover'd with Tears. A conſiderable 
Number of them, about an Hundred, have been bap- 
tized, after they had been fully inſtructed in the great 
Truths of Religion, and had evidenced their Senſe of 
them by a Life of the ſtricteſt Virtue.

But on the other Hand I think, Well, let me exa- 
mine the Fitneſs of Things which Deiſm boaſts of. 
And certain it is, I diſcern nothing but Beauty and 
Wiſdomin the inanimateParts oftheCreation. But how is. 
the animate Side of Nature! It ſhocks me with powerful 
Cruelty, and bleeding Innocence. I cannot call the 
Earth (as Fontenelle does) A great rolling Globe, 
covered over with Fools: But rather, a great rolling 
Globe, covered over with. Slaughter-houſes : Where. 
few Beings can eſcape but thoſe of the Butcher-kind, 
the Lion, Wolf or Tyger; ' And as to Man himſelf, 
He is undoubtedly the Supreme Lord, nay, the uncon- 
trollable Tyrant of this Globe.

And can he be fond of the Permiſſion 
to take it away? One who like me, is ſubject to the 
tender Paſſions, will never be proud of this. 
No dying Brute I view in Anguiſh here, 
But from my melting Eye deſcends a Tear. 
= The very Beaſts are entitled to my Compaſſion : But 
rt who can expreſs the Anxieties I feel, for the Afflicti-

1 and Hymns, which enabled them to gratify their pe- 

culiar Taſte for Pſalmody. Sundry of them lodged all 
3 Night in my Kitchen. And ſometimes when I have 
awaked, at Two or Three in the Morning, a Torrent 
of ſacred Pſalmody has poured into my Chamber. In 
this Exerciſe ſome of them ſpend the whole Night. 

- © The Good#ffeQs of this Charity are already ap- 
parent. It convinces the Heathen, that however care- 
leſs about Reſigion, the Generality of the white Peo- 
ple are, yet there are ſome; who think it a Matter of 
Importance. It has excited ſome of their Maſters to 
Emulation, and they are aſhamed, that Strangers on 
the other Side the Atlantic Ocean, ſhould be at ſuch 
Pains to teach their Domeſtics, while themſelves are 
negligent about it. Such of the Negroes as can read 
already, are evidently improving in Knowledge. It 
has excited others to learn to read: For as I give Books _

Reward for their Induſtry. And lam told, that in 
almoſt every Houſe in my Congregation, and in many 
other Places they ſpend every leiſure Hour, in endea- 
vouring to learn. Many do this, from a ſincere Deſire!

By this Means 
on the one Hand Curioſity ſpreads and increaſes: And on 
the other Drawings of God's Spirit touch more Hearts;

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and many of them more powerfully than before. He now 
offers Grace to all that hear; moſt of whom are in ſome 
meaſure affected, and more or leſs moved with Approba- + 
tion of what they hear. Deſire to pleaſe Go p, and Good- 


will to his Meſſenger, Theſe Principles variouſly com- 
| bined and increaſing, raiſe the General Work to its high- 


eſt Point. But it cannot ſtand here. For in the nature of 
things Curioſity muſt ſoon decline. Again, the Draw- 
ings of Gop are not followed,.and thereby the Spirit of 
Gop is grieved. The Conſequence. is, He ſtrives with 
this and this Man, no more, and ſo his Drawings end. 
Thus both the Natural and Supernatural Po ver declining, 
moſt of the Hearers will be leſs and leſs affected.
